PEKINCG 一 China's official me- 
dia stepped up the campaign 
against Teng Hsiao-ping last 
week，prompting speculation that 
the former deputy premier may be 
expelled from the Communist 
Party，according to Reuters. 

A recent article in the Peoples$ 
Doauily charged Teng had split the 
Central Committee and that his 
supporters had planned the April 
5 riots here. 

Several weeks after his qismissal 
from office, the media was still re- 
Porting numerous mass rallies ip 
what is called a“new high tide in 
criticizing Teng Hsiao-ping.” 

The Peoples Daily article ac- 
cused Teng of “stabbing in the 
back:” making up lies about Chair- 
man Mao and. said that he regard- 
ed Maoists as“a nail in the eye- 
ball.… 

The April 5 riot had been 
planned well in advance，and 
Teng's supporters had been hatch- 
ing plots .since last July，asserted 
the article， 

Teng was sacked from all posts 
two days.after the riot. A_ Central 
Committee _ resolution said he 
could “keep his party membership 
so as to see how he will behave in 
the future.”

Cameron said that talks on the 
emigration of Chinese from main- 
land China to Canada began as 
early as 1969 when they were 
initiated in Stockholm between 
the _ Canadian and Chinese 
ambassadors, The negotiations, he 
said，finally came to fruition in 
1974 and made it possible even for

PEKINC China's new 
Premier Hua Kuo-feng delivered 
another tough anti-Soviet speech， 
warning New Zealand and other 
Pacific nations to beward of 
Kremlin bullying 1last week， 
according to Reuters.， 

Speaking at a state banquet for 
New Zealand Prime Minister 
Robert Muldoon，he alliuded to 
Moscow as“the most dangerous 
source of war”and a “wildly 
ambitious but inwardliy weak- 
SuperpOower. 

Soviet Ambassador Vasily 
Tolstikov .and other Eastern bloc 
envoys sat stone-faced through the 
attack，one of the harshest 
delivered in the Great Hall of the 
People， 

Clearly referring to the Soviety 
Union, Hua spoke of a superpower 
which had “grabbed the chance to 
step up its infiltration and expan- 
sion in the Asian-Pacific region.… 

He said Oceanian countries 一 
Australia and New Zealand 一 
had heightened vigilance against 
Soviet expansion. “We firmly 


support their just stand,” the- 


premier declared . 

Hua，who was appointed Pre- 
mier recently, four times talked of 
bullying and said of the Soviet 
Union: “It bullies the soft and

from China are natives of Kwang- 
tung province (adjoining Hong 
Kong) or rather，from Taishan 
county. A very small number of 
successful applicants have come 
from Shanghai，and others in 
North China are mostly natives of 
Kwangtung.， Hong Kong ii a 
convenient boint of dqeparture 
(Since a Canadian air line makes 
regular stops here.) 

Cameron said the rate of de- 
parture is about 70 or 80 persons a 
month. He interviewed the appli- 
cants mostly in Canton after they 
had obtained exit permits from the 
Ghinese government. He said that 
interviews are held before 'exit 
permits have been obtained in 
other _ countries; but in China， 
applicants may have to wait for an 
indefinite period of time for per- 
mission to leave the country, some 
waiting for as long as twWo years. 

BILATERAL 

“The conditions of entering 
Canada from China are the same 
as elsewhere,” the visa officer 
explained,“The only difference is 
that the agreement with China ip 
this connection is bilateral，the 
only one of this kind entered into 
by Ottawa.” 

He said the immigration agree- 
ment _ between the two countries 
Was general in certain aspects and 
thus- gave rise to different inter- 
Pretations on each side.， Hence， 
there was at times much negotia- 
tion in ordqer to reach a common 
ground. 

In 1975，11,132 Chinese in 
Hong Kong were admitted .to 
Canada as immigrants， repre- 
senting a slight_ decrease as com- 
pared to the previous year as 3 
result of the tightening of the 
Canadian immigration laws in 
1974，according to this embassy 
official. 

The number of ethnic Chinese 
in Canadais around 150,000. 

SIMILAR 

The U.S. government is said to 
be also_ interested in _ having a 
similar agreement with .China， 
This point was brought up in 
Peking on April 20 by a member of 
the Hous Armed Forces Commit- 
tee headed by Representative Mel- 
vin Price who was on visit to 
China. Some 400,000 ethnic Chi- 
nese in the United States are 
known to be anxious that their 
close kinsmen in their native ljand 
be brought over to the U.9. 

The official， whose attention 
was called to this matter， is 
believed to be either Vice Premier 
Chang Chun-chiao or Foreign 
Minister Chiao Kuan-hua，who is 
reported to have replied that the 
matter would be under considera- 
tion when relationship between 
Peking and Washington is nor- 
malized. For the time being，this 
question is held in abeyance des- 
pite the great concern of ethnic 
Chinese in America.

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Top Priority Item 


Owing to the difficulties in obtaining exit permits from China and 
the limited entry quota of the United States, Chinese Americans have a 
great deal of problems in reuniting with their relatives in China. It is 
common to find in eur community sons and daughters who have not 
seen their parents for thirty or forty years，and spouses who have not 
met for decades， 

We have heard that both the Canadians and the Australians have 
Successftully negotiated with the Chinese authority in Peking to 
facilitate family reunion. XVe dispatched our Hong Kong reporter to 
interview both nations” representatives，In this issue，we print the 
Canadian story. 

A monthly exit flow of 70 or 80 persons is not a big number: 
Nevertheless，this represents a good opening，Chinese Canadian 
relatives can speak to Canadian officers inside China directly，and 
there is a clearly defined procedure by which to apply for immigrating 
into Canada. 

We should urge our government to follow the Canadian example. 
Chinese American family reunion should be a top Priority item in the 
U.S.-China normalization negotiation .

run and perhaps poisonous in the 
long run， 


CONEFEERRED” 

“While doing little or nothing to 
advance the position of minorities 
and females, it'creates the impres- 
sion that the hard-won acjieve- 
TeEh 胡 of these groups are com- 
jferred benefits， 正 specially in the 
case of blacks, this means PerPpetu- 
ating racism'instead of allowing 让 
to die a natural death or to fall be- 
fore the march of millions of 
people advancing on all economic 
fronts in the wake of “equal oppor- 
tunity law and changing public 
opinion . 2 

“During the 1960s 一 before af- 
firmative action 一 black incomes 
in the U.S rose at a higher Tate 
than white incomes， So did the 
Proportion of blacks in college and 
in skilled and professional occupa- 
tions 一 and along with this came a 
faster decline in the proportion of 
black families below the poverty 
line or living in substandard hous- 
ing. 

“When people ask why blacks 
cannot Pull themselves up the way 
other oppressed minorities did ip 
the past, many white liberals and 
black “spokesmen” ”fall right into
